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REMARKS 

With this amendment, Claims 1-5 and 7-22 are pending in the present application. Claim 
2 has been amended and Claim 6 has been canceled. In view of the foregoing amendments and 
the following remarks, the Applicants respectfully submit that the above-referenced application is 
now in condition for allowance. 
Allowance of Claims 

The Applicants acknowledge that the Examiner has allowed Claims 1-5 and 7-22. 
Rejection -35 U.S.C. §112 

The Examiner rejected Claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicants regard as the invention. To expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
Applicants have canceled Claim 6 by this amendment. Thus, the Applicants submit that this 
issue is now moot and respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw this rejection. 
Editorial Changes 

The Examiner also requested the Applicants to make certain editorial changes associated 
with paragraphs [0074] and [0075], and Claim 2. The Applicants have included these editorial 
changes in this response.
